Cloudy, Rainy Weather 
Averts Threat of Frost 


Conti nuou s rain and cloudy 
coiWmGmr TtUvo prevailed this 
week and although not usually 
welcomed by the formers at har¬ 
vest time have this fall been giv¬ 
en credit for preventing severe 
frbsl damage. 

A eold front has prevailed for 
the past few days and clear skies' 
would have meant heavy frost 
damage. 

The forecast is for warmer wea¬ 
ther and swathing of early sown 
crops will be under way as soon as 
weather conditions permit. Much 
of the wheat in the district will 
require another week or two of 
warm weather before it is ripe 
enough for the swat her. 

This is a very critical time for 
farmers of the county. The right 
kind of weather could see the safe 
harvest of .a bumper crop, but 
eurly frosts or continued wet wea¬ 
ther would create an unfortunate 
situation. 

Ifemand for both new and used 
harvesting machinery is reported 
exceptionally heavy, indicating 
that farmers intehd to be well 
prepared for harvest once the 
weather is right.

Blade cultivating of stubble im¬ 
mediately after the combine is be¬ 
coming widely practiced in Sout'li- 
' ern Alberta. Farmers quickly 
adopted this when they found in 
the following spring that such 
fields were less weedy and freer 
from wheatstem sawflies than un¬ 
cultivated fields. Quie frequently 
yields of wheat were higher. To 
obtain the most satisfactory re¬ 
sults the blading must be done 
immediately following the com¬ 
bine, usually late in August or 
early in September when the wea¬ 
ther is dry and hot. 

Several beneficial results from 
after-harvest blading are reported 
by H. Chester, Experimental Sta¬ 
tion, Lethbridge from an. experi¬ 
ment conducted during the past 11 
years where blading after harvest 
has been compared with one-way 
disking, basin listing, and no after- 
harvest cultivation on land that 
was to be seeded the following 
spring. In the 11 years the bladed 
field gave the highest yield five 
times, and the 11 year average 
was 14.7 bushels per acre. Basin 
listing came next with 14.0 bushels 
while the undisturbed field pro¬ 
duced 13.6 bushels as compared 
with 1.3.4 for one-way disking. 

Fields bladed immediately after 
harvest had fewer weeds tihe fol¬ 
lowing spring than the uncultivat¬ 
ed fields. Russian thistles were kil¬ 
led before seeds were formed and 
late thistles produced mostly im¬ 
mature seed. Blading promoted the 
fall germination of winter annuals 
such as stinkweed. mustard, and 
flaxweed and the young seedlings 
of these weeds were easily de¬ 
stroyed by a spring eiiltivation. 

Many claims have been made 
that after-harvest cultivation con¬ 
serves moisture. There is a certain 
amount of trutih in this statement 
hut differences in the depth of 
moisture on the various treated 
fields were not outstanding. This 


Pour Cement For 
Church Basement 
In Six Hours 

Some sort of record was set 
Wednesday of last week, demon- 
traiing what can be accomplished 
when a well organized community 
effort is undertaken. Some 60 men 
of the United chprch congregation 
gathered at the site ot the new 
church basement, at 7 a.m, and 
work was well underway by 7.30, 
on pouring cement for the founda¬ 
tions and walls.

is to be expected because precipi¬ 
tation between harvest and freeze- 
up,' usually, is not great in South¬ 
ern Alberta. However, the preven¬ 
tion of weed growth stops the loss 
ol soil moisture even if the avail¬ 
able supply is only small. The 
blade leaves the stubble standing 
and 'able to trap winter snow 
whereas one-way disking flattens 
and partially covers the stubble. 
Again the blade leaves the soil 
surface in an absorbent condition 
while the undisturbed stubble of¬ 
ten allows'fall rains to run off. 

Fields fall bladed when the wea¬ 
ther is hot and dry have shown a 
marked reduction in sawfly infes¬ 
tation the following year. This is 
because the stubs containing the 
sawfly larvae are exposed to the 
drying action of hot. winds. At the 
same time grasshoppers are reduc¬ 
ed by breaking egg pods and ex¬ 
posing eggs. 

In the past few years blade cul¬ 
tivators have been tested under i 
variety of soil and climatic condi¬ 
tions with varying results. Where 
harvesting usually is done in hot, 
dry weather, blading immediately 
after harvest reduced weeds and 
insect pests, facilitates the absor¬ 
ption of fall rains, and frequently 
results in increased yields.

Infestation May Be Heavy 


Warning Issued re Sawfly 
Damage in This Area 


(Lethbridge Herald) 

Warning is issued fo the farmers 
of the Vulcan and Nobleford dist¬ 
ricts to be on the lookout for saw- 
fly damage to their crops. Two 
scientists, Neil D. Holmes and 
Lloyd Peterson of entomology 
branch of the Lethbridge Experi- 
mental*Station have been conduct¬ 
ing a survey of the districts and 
have discovered damage to some 
fields ranging from 60 to 100 per 
cent. ‘ 

1EST IS URGED 

Tom Kildufi, research extension 
officer at the Lethbridge Experi¬ 
mental Station, urges farmers to 
sample their grain in a number of 
areas to test for the sawflies. “If 
the 'farmer splits a stem of grain 
lengthwise and finds sawdust in¬ 
side, he will know that the grain is 
infested. About 10 stalks should be 
tested from each area so that the 
percentage of infestation can be 
estimated,” Mr. Kilduff explained. 

If a field shows the presence of 
sawflies, it should be swathed in¬ 
stead of left for. straight combin¬ 
ing, he said. 

Sawfly damage up to about to 
per cent has been detected in some 
areas of the Lomond-Enchant- 
Vauxhall district.

Seriously • injured and now hos¬ 
pitalized in Calgary were Dolores 
Uitlond, 20, who suffered a frac¬ 
tured hip; Shirley Hubbard, 17, 
multiple fracture of the forearm 
and concussion; and l*ete Langden, 
22, multiple fracture of Lhe ankle. 
All three are from Vulcan and 
other occupants of their car, which 
was driven by Langden, were Max¬ 
ine Ritland, 18, and Dorainv 
Thompson, -also of Vulcan, who 
both suffered bruises, cuts and 
snock. 

The other car involved in the 
collision was driven by Henry 
Thompson of Lomond, who was re-, 
tin ning from Vulcan with his wife 
ar,d young son and his farm em¬ 
ployee, Fred Fraser, of Vulcan. 

Fraser and the .Thompson boy 
both sulfereil broken anus' as a 
i. suit of the collision and Mr. and 
Mrs Thompson received cuts and 
bruises. 


Danish Volunteers Build New School for Greece 



The Greek village of Agnandero had no school. 
As In many other places its schoolhouse was 
destroyed during the war. Today, thanks to the 
contributions of Danish school children and of a 
team of Danish workers, a new schoolhouse is 
begtmning to rise In the wsr ravaged Greek town. 


The initiative was taken by the Danish Society for 
Reconstruction in War-Ravaged Countries and the 
Danish National Commission for Unesco. Members 
of the Danish voluntary team cat stone and mix 
batches of mortar for the brand-new school 
which Is expected to open some time this summer. 


Officials of the provincial game 
department have released revised 
regulations covering the destruc¬ 
tion of ganm birds who an 1 feed¬ 
ing on farmers* crops this fall. 

The new procedure is for the 
farmer to make application to 
have the sperfied area clean'd of 
birds and is gi anted a permit al¬ 
lowing his and his family to shoot 
the birds. He may also enlist the 
aid of eight other persons but 
these hunters must have individual 
permits. 

Permits are gout only on the 
area staled thereon , and for the 
period of time specified. Birds may 
be shot at any time of the day. 

No dogs, decoys, bird calls or 
blinds may be used and no hunt¬ 
ing is allowed within finy ..ards 
of any body of w ater. 

These Regulations are separate 
and distinct from the regulations 
covering the annual open season 
on game birds.

Political Commissars?

Defence Minister Claxton’s decision to set up a Bur¬ 
eau of Current Affairs to keep service men informed 
as to why they are fighting looks a bit like borrowing 
a leaf from Moscow’s book. Political commissars have 
long been an important, and not always popular part 
of Soviet military technique. What is suitable for a to- 
talitarion army of illiterate conscripts may not be ex¬ 
actly what is needed for an entirely literate army of 
volunteers in a democracy. 

It does little credit to the intelligence of the men of 
Canada’s fighting forces to set up a Bureau of Cur¬ 
rent Affairs to tell them through official channels 
why they are fighting. Most of them already know. 
That is why they are in the armed services. 

If the problem is rather one of keeping the men of 
Canada’s fighting forces informed about what is hap¬ 
pening at home, there is a simple and inexpensive me¬ 
thod of doing so without setting up a bureau of Infor¬ 
mation. Ottawa has too many such Bureaus now. All 
that needs to be done is to provide the service men 
with home town newspapers and periodicals that will 
keep them abreast of current affairs far better than 
any departmental bulletins and booklets, and without 
the fear that invariably lurks in people’s minds that 
official publications tend to be slanted. 

Defence Minister Claxton’s idea about keeping 
Canada’s fighting forces informed on the issues of the 
day is sound. The method he has chosen to give effect 
to the scheme, however, is questionable indeed.

For some months Ottawa has been hinting of a 
new 2 per cent tax on wages to pay the cost of the 
universal old age pensions that come into effect next 
anuary. Discussion of the suggested tax will likely be 
the highlight of the October session of the federal 
House. Before Canadians allow Ottawa to hit their 
pay envelopes with another tax they should do a little 
bookkeeping of federal accounts. Here is Ottawa’s fin¬ 
ancial record: 

In March Ottawa budgeted to spend $3.7 billion this 

year; 

The $2.1 billion earmarked for non-defense spend¬ 
ing was clear evidence of extravagance in non-essent¬ 
ial spending; 

Not including the new old age pension costs, Ottawa 
will spend $722 million this year on social security; 

For the expanded old age pension scheme Ottawa 
will have to provide another $250,000,000 a year: 

Taxes are too high—in the April-June period Ot¬ 
tawa revenues totalled $866 million, $336 million more 
than was spent in the period. 

i hat Ottawa should not be willing to pay the new 
pension costs from the government’s present colossal 
revenue is unreasonable. Government spending has 
reached fantastic heights. If new taxes are allowed, 
government spending will go on climbing. It is time 
the taxpayers called a halt. The first move is to refuse 
to allow Ottawa to impose the payroll tax.

Skids on Granaries 

One of the most common weak¬ 
nesses of portable granaries is the 
floor, and quite often the skids are 
to blame, says F. V. MacIIardy, 
Department of Agricultural En¬ 
gineering, University of Alberta. 
Grain in a bin places a lot of 
weight downwards on the walls, as 
well as on tihe floor. For this rea¬ 
son the outside skids under a gran¬ 
ary should be placed right out un¬ 
der the walls, instead of some dis¬ 
tance in as is quite often done. 

For the usual size of portable 
granary, three skids, one under 
each wall and one in the center 
ore sufficient. However, there is 
one objection to an odd number of 
skids. When moving over uneven 
ground, the center skid may have 
to carry the entire weight of the 
bin. For this reason, some authori¬ 
ties recommend that four skids be 
used. In any case, make sure that 
all the skids ace taking the load 
before the granary is filled.
